1.1 Operation Herne 19 the ind^endent investigation led by Derbyshire’s 

Chief Conatabis, Mick Creedon QPM, into the Special Demonstration 
Squad (SOS) llte SOS was a covert unit of the Metropolitan Police 
Special Branch (MP8B). Operation Heme's terms (Preference are 
to revtew the former SOS from its origin in 1968 to its doeure in 2008, 
exan^ning how K operated throughout Its existence.

2.1 Op»ration Rsuben was initialed following the receipt by the 
Metropolitan Police Service (MPS} of a public complaint made on 
behalf of the Blacldist Support Group {BSG^ by Christian Khan 
Solicitors (CKS). The BSG alleges that Police were compHcit in 
sut^tying information about workers to blacklisting organisations. This 
personal information whs then used to precTude these individuals from 
employment.

The 
net contained 3,216 names, aithou{^ some of these can be d scounled 
as they appear to be repeated files due to administraOve errors.

A named comptainant from the BSG. he is mentioned by Peter Francis 
as a sut^ecthe reported on in relation to his political adivism and 
relationship with Lisa Teuscher. He was also one of the subjects 
mentioned in a contentious BlacklisI report about 4 individuals being 
stopped by police near the Cenotaph In 1999. He has been awarded 
core participani status in the current public inquiry into Undercover 
Poltcing. 

6.32 Use Teuscher 

A Sooakst Party activist, Teuscher had a minimal Blackiist record, but 
has made a public complaint following Peter Francis' claim that he 
reported on her regarding ho* invnigralion status. Teuscher has been 
awarded core p^icipwt status in the current public inquiry Into 
Undercover Policing.

A Signal Maintenance Technician and Rait, Maritime and Transport 
Union (RMT) activist, Hedley vi^s also linked to the Socialist Party 
Away Team He is also linked to the Cenotaph incident.

7.2 June 2000: The Guardian New^aper publishad an article (Enemy 
At The Gates, 26/06/2000) in wmi^ a former construction mdustiy 
manager admitted to blaciclisting tndividuafs. He stated that he beKeved 
Private Investigators sold lists of worlters and vrhen identifying potential 
staff (or new contracts, a third party known to him as ian iterr, would be 
^ed ail of the detaHa to check against his *6lackH8i'. 

7.3 This aticle direeffy led to the iCO's investigation intD the flow of 
information between certain companiee, identifying a chain of 
correspondence which indicated the existence of a cov«t Blacklist and 
uibmateiy led them to execute a warrant at the offices of TCA, 

7.4 The ICO tderrtifisd that tile Blacldtst contravened several principles of 
the Oata Protection Act 1S86:

1 6t 2: inibnnabon was placed on tire list without the knowledge of the 
individtiafs 

3: the adequacy of the information was unchecked. 

4: the accuracy of the information was unchecked. 

S' the duration infdnnalion was kept for was unimown. 

6 the very foot foe list was maintained in a covert marmer rendered it 
impossible for individuals to assert their OPA righfo. 

IT: TCA had no entry on the data protection register. 
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7.5 April 2009: The ICO seized and retained the blacklisl and liniced index 
cards: these formed the basis of their prosecution of Mr Kerr 

7.6 May 2009: TCA's Ian Kerr pleaded guilty to running an illegal blacidisting 
service on building workers. He was fined the maximum amount possible 
at that time of £5000. Fourteen of the subscribing companies were also 
Issued with enforcement notices as a result of this case. 

7.7 Following the trial of Mr. Kerr, the ICO formulated a plan to contact itiose 
affected, although this was hampered by inaccuracies within the files. 
They therefore worked with unions and empioyed an external contractor 
to research the names on the let and make contact with those Identified, 
with a view to allowing Individuals to peruse and comment on their 
personal file, before deciding what action to take 

7.8 August 2009: The BSG was founded by Dave Smith, with the backing of 
John McDonnell MP, to coordinate and promote the campaign. 

7.9 March 2010' 02/03/2010, the Labour Government released new 
'* regulations, outlawing the compilation, dissemination and use of 

blacklists. httD:/fwww.legi8latior.gov.uK/ukdsi^2010/9780111491041 

7.10 March 2011: Anti-Blacklisting protestors disrupted delivery traffic to the 
Olytnpic Construction site, in what is believed to be the first large scale 
protest of the group. 

7.11 September 2011: Dave Smith’s Industrial Tribunal begins, with evidence 
given by the ICO's Senior Investigator, David Clancy. 

7 12 April 2012: The iviPS was confronted witn these allegations when 
George Howarth MP contacted Commissioner Hogan-Howe 
regarding a complaint he had received from a constltuenl affected by 
‘Blacklisting’ This was passed to SOI 5. who instigated Operation 
Creel 
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June 201 2: On 27/(^2012, The SA5C commenced an inquiry into 
Biaddisting in Employmont. This hea been conducted vie a senos of 
DuOlic hearings, where key individuals have provided written and oral 
evidence- At no point to date, has a member of the police service been 
called to give evidence 


7.14 July 2012; The BSG.dirough their lawyers Gunay Clark & Ryan 
solldtors served a claim ort behalf of 86 claimants for 'Tort of unlawful 
conspiracy' ^ the High Court.

7.15 August 2012. After several basic searches. Operation was closed' 
by Commander Richard Walton as it v^s CMtciuded that there wero a 
number of alternative sources for such infohnation. combined with little 
evidence ^any S015fMPS6 involvement. 

7.16 In hisrepofttotheCcmmissioner'sstaffofficef. Commander Allan 
Gibson (now retired). Comn^derVt^lton made a recommendation 
that anv ftirther investigation woidd be more suited to the Directorate of 
Professional Standards <OPS) but for an unknown reason, this was not 
pursued at the time.

1 Holmes/Altia 

‘HOLMES' - Home Office Large Major Enquiry System is an investigatit/e 
tool. ALTIA is a system that scans and stores documents and has a 
search function ^at can Include "Boolean" searches for eiifier strings of 
characters or for whole words togefrier with other words included in the '• 
same document. This also includes scanned SDS original paper documents 
which were generated in the pre-computer era. ' n 

2 Hard Drive .• 

The Hard Drive contains electronic copies of documents that were 
created by the SDS. These include intelligence reports, policies and 
correspondence. Intelligence reports or the Hard Drive have also been 
found within MPS Special Branch records in a sanitised version. SDS files 
from the 1970'stolhe early 1990's do not exist in electronic format on the 
Hard Drive as computers were not common place at this time. 

3 Forensic Tool Kit (FTK> 

The FTK enables a more precise search method of the material held within 
the Hard Drtve whilst preserving its integrity. Importantly the FTK can also 
access and display deleted or corrupted files which the Hard Drive system 
on Microsoft Word cannot. 

4 Special Branch Records 

MPS Special Branch records is an information storage system that holds 
intelligence handled within Special Branch unsuitable to be stored on other 
MPS databases. 11 contains documents that have a protective marking 
of 'Secret" or below. This allows for the receipt, assessment, creation, 
amendment, deletion and dissemination for entry onto the National 
Special Branch Intelligence System (NSBIS). For the purposes of this 
initial report, only those records identified as relating to the SDS have been 
scanned onto ALTIA and have been reviewed 
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5 Commander's Archive 


This archive contains sensitive documentation which is not stored in MPS 
Special Branch records. A search of the document titles contained within 
the Commander's Archive spreadsheet was completed and those files 
identified as relevant to this enquiry then examined, 

€ Generic Indices 

In addition to these specialist indices, Operation Reuben has conducted 
searches of the standard police indices, including Gris (the MPS' Crime 
recording system), Crimint (the MPS' Criminal Intelligence recording 
system], Slops database (the MPS' record of people stopped).
